Michigan who can "figure" as well as Prof' 
Siimeer, oC Yale, has looked thoroughly 
into the question of direct taxation, and 
sent his conclusions to the Philadelphia 
Prose. He has discovered that tho cus- 
tom houses in this country, in 1883, pro- 
duced §213,000,000, and that to abolish 
this, aud raise tho sum by direct taxation' 
would add tho snug sum of SG,93C,982 to 
tue annual tax roll ot MiobigRu, an 
amount equivalent to S^> mills on the 
dollar. To distribute thie tax 011 tho 
assessed returns would in some cases 
double, and in others treble the present 
stuto aud county taxes. In soma agricul. 
tural counties in Michigan such a tux 
would exceed the atato and county tax 
ivo fold, A farmer assessed at §10,000 
would havo to pay 885 a year, aud ono 
assessed at §20,000 §170 a year, an 
amount about eqnil to tho total expondi- 
;ares ot many well-to-do farmers.

:his, "shall this enourmous sum be 
raised by import duties and at tho name 
time protect home manufacturers aud 
lome farmers, or shall tho amount bo 
added to tho taxes which the farmer 
must annually pay'?"

Tho Story of His Fatal Leap Bo- 


hearsed. 


"Sonic Tlitii£N Can Bo Doiiu UK Well

Oilier*"—XIo\v Ho Went

His Grave.

Tho noxt great event, and ono which has 


douoso much to bring tho nomo of Roches- 
tor before tho uotlco of tho world as any 
other iu tho city's history, was tho leap of 
Sara Patch over tho upper falls of tho Oon- 
oseo in 1S20. Thoro havo been many ver- 
sions of this alTair, but tho following is 
vouched for by Joseph Cochraue, who was an 
iiitinjato friend of tho great diver, and was 
with him when ho raudo his fatal leap. Sum 
.Patch was born iu Rhodo Island in 1807. Ho 
hud been at sea, but bocamo tired of that 
lifo, and wont to work Iu a cotton mill at 
Paterson, N. J., whoro ho developed a pas- 
sion for jumping, and twice leaped from a 
bridge into tho Passaic river, a distance of 
ninety feot. Ho thon mado a tour about tho 
country, making several hazardous leap?. 
Iu 1S29 ho went to jS'iagara, and Jumped 


"n1i'nvlt~"of"Goat TsTatitnu!ti1£n"o wafer! Ho 


then caine to Rochester, aud in tho presoncu 
of his friend Cochrano nlono jumped the 
upper falls. 


Soon afterword ho performed tho feat 


fisain in tho presence of a groat crowd. His 
third attempt was mado Nov. 13, and tho 
papers of the previous day contained tho fol- 
lowing notice: 


"Higher yet! Sam'olnst jump. Some things 


can be done us well as others. There is no 
mistake iu Sam Patch. Of tho truth of this 
he will 
endeavor to coovinco tho good 


jxjoplo of Rochester • and 
its 
vicinity 


next Friday, Nov. 18, at 
'2 o'clock p. 


m. Being determined to 
astonish

natives of

turns to tho Jersciys, he will have a scaHold 
twenty-five foct in height erected on the 
bridge of the Geiiosee falls, .in this village, 
from which ho will fearlessly lea]) into the 
tibyss below, a distance of U£ feot. Sam's 
hear at o o'clock'precisely \villinako tho .same 
jump tmd follow liis master, thus showing 
conclusively that somu thing* can ho done as 
well us others. M_oroovor, Sarn ho]X* that 
all tho good people u-ho attoad this astonish- 
ing exhibition will contribute something to- 
ward remunerating him {u tho soomiugly 
hazardous experiment." 


There wore great crowds present, excur- 


sions having been arranged from all points 
in the viciuity. Sum was not a drunkard, 
niicl ho was not lirunk thut day. He tool; IL 
single glass of liquor just before ho mude the 
loap. His addre.^ to thc crowd us he stood 
looking down ou the foaming water more 
tliuu 100 feot beneath him was as follows: 


"Napoleon was a groat man and a great 


goiK-ral. Ho conquered armies and ho con- 
quered nations; but ho couldn't jump tho 
Gcnesot) falls. Wellington was a great man 
and a great soldier. Ho conquered Napoleon; 
but ho couldn't jump tho Goneseo falls. Thut 
was left for uio to do, and 1 can do it at 
wiil." 


His descent was Irregular, and before ho 


struck tho water tho ]iedplo tvero sure that ho 
had gono to his death, it is said that ono of 
tho spectators bit off the end of his own 
thumb iu tho oxcitomont of tho moment. It 
was declared by somo that Sam had eluded 
tho-observation o£ tho crowd and escaped 
alive. Occasional rumors of his appoaranco 
in other- places woro circulated, but 
all 


doubts ware settled wuoa tho 17th of tlio fol- 
lowing March his body was found frozen in a 
cn!;o oC ico at tho mouth of tho river. Ho 
now lies in a littlo cemetery at Charlotte.

The dog 
attacked a iiumbor o£ hogs in an inclosuro 
upon Fletcher Coffin's place, and a dozer, 
porkers, wero bitten before tho rabid ani- 
mal could bo scared away. 
Seven of 


thoso hogs hayo already died, and a num- 
ber of others still exhibit symptoms of 
hydrophobia, and fatal results aro feared. 
A hog bitten by tho mad dog would ex- 
hibit tho same symptoms as the dog it- 
selC- 
Tho animals infected -would rcn 


wildly aboct, sometimes with their noses 
to the Rroaad, and at other times point- 
ing skyward, uttering meanwhile pecul- 
iarly plaiEtive and unnatural soundc.
